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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims do not require a tool as part of the 
invention, merely that an aperture formed in the second wall for enabling tools access into the body for machining an inner surface of the 
body (i.e. the claim merely requires an aperture that is capable of allowing a tool, any tool, access into the body for machining purposes). 
As such the aperture formed in the second wall of Garrett et al. is interpreted by the examiner as being capable of allowing access of a 
tool for machining an inner surface (such as the first wall) of the body. For instance the machining process may include drilling holes 28b 
in the first wall, clearly a drill bit would be used for this step and as such is interpreted as the tool in question, since the drill bit would be 
passed through the aperture when performing the machining process. 
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
